In 
his defense before Felix P aul gives 
voice to such convincing argum ent 
that the Governor withheld judg­ 
m ent until the end of his. reign two 
years later. In the m eantim e it is 
recorded that Felix and his wife 
D rusilla often heard Paul and were 
convicted of their own sins by his 
discussions. 
It m ight be well to give some 
attention to the officials and their 
associates before whom Paul ap­ 
peared at C aesarea, where he fin­ 
ally dem anded and was granted 
the right to be tried before the 
E m peror in Rome.

In Bonds

The Scripture selection for our 
present Sunday school lesson con­ 
tains part of one of the Bible’s 
greatest orations — that which 
Paul 
delivered 
before 
Porcius 
Festus, governor of Judea, and his 
overlord, Marcus Julius Agrippa 
II. With these two rulers was also 
Bernice, 
the infamous sister of 
Agrippa. 
After P aul’s third great mission­ 
ary journey, during which he visit­ 
ed many of the Christian churches 
of Asia 
Minor, Macedonia 
and 
Greece and established churches 
in addition to those formed during 
his first and second 
missionary 
journeys, he resolved to visit Je ru ­ 
salem again. 
It appears that Paul had two rea­ 
sons to make this visit to Jeru- 
alem: one was to take alms to 
needy Christians of the city; the 
other was to testify to the Risen 
Christ where he had formerly per­ 
secuted those who so testified. He 
seems to have been especially anx­ 
ious to be in Jerusalem during the 
anniversary of Pentecost. Perhaps 
he knew many people would be in 
Jerusalem at that time and he 
would 
have 
the 
opportunity 
to 
peak to those people concerning 
the Risen Christ. 
While in Jerusalem and worship­ 
ping in the Temple he was seiz­ 
ed and beaten by his enemies 
among the Jewish leaders and was 
saved from death by Roman au­ 
thorities who took him to Caqsarea, 
seat of the Roman government in 
Judea and residence of the Roman 
Governor Felix. Here the Jewish 
leaders failed in proving that Paul 
had 
committed the offenses of 
which he was accused by them. In 
his defense before Felix Paul gives 
voice to such convincing argument 
that the Governor withheld judg­ 
ment until the end of his. reign two 
years later. In the meantime it is 
recorded that Felix and his wife 
Drusilla often heard Paul and were 
convicted of their own sins by his 
discussions. 
It might be well to give some 
attention to the officials and their 
associates before whom Paul ap­ 
peared at Caesarea, where he fin­ 
ally demanded and was granted 
the right to be tried before the 
Eimperor in Rome. 
At the first hearing was the in­ 
famous Governor Felix, who hoped 
to be bribed into seUing Paul free 
and who kept him in prison until 
Felix was suceeded by Festus. 
With Felix in hearing Paul was 
Drusilla. then the wife of Felix, but 
previously 
the wife 
of 
another 
whom she deserted. She and her 
young son perished in the eruption 
of Mount Vesuvius in 79 A. D. 
At the hearing before Festus was 
Agrippa II and his sister Bernice, 
brother 
and 
sister 
of 
Drusilla. 
These three were great-grandchild­ 
ren of the llerod who had killed 
the little children of Bethlehem in 
his effort to destory the infant Je­ 
sus. Although this first Herod had 
nine or ten wives and almost a

In time, how­ 
ever. through m ore than 20 m ajor j 
operations and years of physical I 
and occupational therapy, he re-1 
gained som e use of his hands, en- j 
abling him to w rite. He also can t 
walk som ew hat if helped to a stand 1 
ing position. F or the most 
part, 
however, he is confined to a wheel­ 
chair. 
What m ost students take 
f o r1 
granted — going to class, taking i 
notes, and doing homework—have I 
been trem endous problems Bruce ’ 
has had to overcool. Living 
on * 
campus, perhaps, represented lire' 
biggest adjustm ent for tho boy who I 
had spent the last ten years in and , 
out of hospitals. 
The M issouri Section of Vocation-! 
a1 Rehabilitation, a state agency 
which helps the handicapped help 
them selves, is providing Bruce the 
opportunity to continue his educa­ 
tion so th at someday he may be­ 
come self-supporting. Bruce first 
heard of the state program when 
he was a patient at Firm in Desloge 
Hospital in St. Louis. His room­ 
m ate theer was Bob Boll, a young 
St. Louisian paralyzed from his 
neck down, as a result of a diving 
accident three years ago.

proficient in 
m athem atics, carried a full sched­ 
ule of 17 credit hours his first 
term at the U niversity (the first 
tim e he had seen a classroom in 
ten years!) This sum m er he is go­ 
ing to carry six credit hours. He 
enjoys his studies and does well 
in them . As to that job th a i’s part 
cif B ruce’s dream, his friend Bob 
says, ‘ Bruce wants to be a C erti­ 
fied Public Acountant. They earn 
about SI0,000 a year, and he's just 
the boy to do it!"
